ing the piling had eaten into the 
timbers, and the wood was crum- 
bling away, useless. 

Limoria, commonly known as 
“gribbles”, is the smallest member 
of the shipworm family. Gribbles 
never grow bigger than a grain of 
rice. Yet they are the most de- 
structive of all. In a year or so 
a colony of gribbles can eat com- 
pletely through a twelve-inch pil- 
ing. 

The devil is not unlike the grib- 
bles. He works ceaselessly, try- 
ing to undermine us. He’s our 
hidden enemy, working out of 
sight, sapping. our = spiritual 
strength, destroying our useful- 
ness for God. Demonic gribbles of 
jealousy, spite, or hatred can ‘‘get 
under my skin’’, worm their way 
into my soul, and destroy my 
Christian witness. A sneaky look, 
false pride, or a harsh spirit can 
ruin good Christian timber. These 
foul gribbles are most active when 
our spiritual tide is at low ebb.

| THE “MISPLACED” 
UTERUS 


Q. Please discuss trigonitis and 
urethritis. Could pressure from 
the uterus cause fréquent urge 
to urinate? Would surgery 
help?—Anonymous. 

A. Trigonitis is inflammation of 
the trigone, a smooth triangular 
area on the inner surface of the 
bladder. It serves as a sort of 
“flush button.” Urethritis is in- 
flammation of the urethra — the 
passage leading from. the bladder 
to the outside. Irritation and in- 
flammation of almost any part of 
the urinary apparatus can cause 
urgency and. frequency. Various 
medicines are used to promote 
healing and, at times, to make 
the “flush button” less sensitive 
to bladder filling. The role of 
the “misplaced” uterus in causing 
urinary symptoms isn’t too clear 
in many cases. Some women 
may have a strong and efficient 
retaining mechanism that is hard 
to upset. Others may have weaker 
and more sensitive systems which 
might be. disturbed by some 
stressful condition such as uterine 
pressure. .The examining physi- 
cian would be the only one quali- 
fied to express an opinion regard- 
ing the possible benefits of 
surgery. .
